The Nance ordinance was introduced into 
the council a few weeks ago after Tux 
TRIBUNE had published a report & the Chi- 
cago South Side club which showed thousands 
of young girls were being enticed into the 
backrooms of saloons by deceptive signs. 
The ordinance was drafted by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Hornstein on order of the 
council, 


Almost Brings Defeat. 

The tacking of the Nance amendment to 
the Freund amendment came near causing 
the defeat of the sign measure. The saloon 
interests made an eleventh hour attack on 
the Freund amendment, holding it too drastic. 

Ald. Coughlin started the fight on the en- 
tire measure, but seid he was in favor of the 
measure which abolished the signs. He 
moved to refer the combined ordinance tothe 
judiciary committee, but Ald. Freund, who 
fathered the wineroom regulation section of 
the measure, moved to table Ald. Coughlin's 
motion. Ald, Freund’s motion lost by a vote 
of 30 to 25. 


“ But the part which regulates the booths 
and partitions in saloons is too drastic. It 


‘would cause the removal of booths from 


downtown saloons where only business men 
meet to talk business. I believe it should 
be referred to the judiciary committee to 
give the saloon men a chance to be heard.“ 

Ald. W. J. Healy explained he was not in 
favor of the wineroom regulation amend- 
ment as proposed. 

“TI believe we should thrash out the amend- 
ments on the floor,” he said. I am opposed 
to the measure in its present form, how- 
ever.“ g 

A large number of saloons have installed 
booths to be used for the purposes of the 
eld winerooms which were prohibited by the 
city council,” Ald. Freund said. 

“TI am particularily interested in the reg- 
ulation of the saloons in the outlying dia- 
tricts, Ald Capitain said. “I admit the 
amendment cuts out the booths in the down- 
town saloons, but there can be no discrim- 
nlation.“ |

Mr. Asquith’s resignation, however, was 
an adroit move and will help to tide over a 
dificult situation. The government win 
thereby get some days of breathing space in 
the house of commons, where every opposi- 
tion question can be met with the answer that 
nothing can be settled in the absence of the 
head of the government. 

The ministerialists nurse the hope that Mr. 
Asquith will be returned by the constituency 
of East Fife, which he representa, by am in- 
creased majority, and thereby strengthen the 
government. It is, however, not certain 
whether there will be a contest. Col. Sprot, 
a Scotchman, who lives in the premier’s con- 
stituency, has been twice defeated by Mr. 
Asquith. It is assumed that he will fight, 
but he has made no announcementand it may 
be that the Unionist organization will de- 
cide that it would be playing into the gov- 
ernment’s hands to keep up the challenge.

‘Action Causes Divided Comment. 

The London papers this morning are divided 
in their views on Mr. Asquith’s action. 

The Daily Mail and other Unionist papers 
accuse the premier of running away and of 
deliberately taking the course he adopted in 
order to be able for a fortnight to avoid awx- 
ward questions in parliament. The more 
general view is, however, that he has taken 
the war portfolio because, after his experi- 
ence with Col. Seely and Viscount Morley, 
he was afraid to intrust it to anybody else 
during the present crisis. 

The Liberal morning papers are evidently 
relieved at the unexpected turn of affairs. 
They admit that Mr. Asquith’s course is as- 
tonishing and unprecedented, but express 
admiration for his boldmess and courage, 
which, they believe, will touch the imagina- 
tion of the country and restore the govern- 
ment’s prestige. 


Civil Power Held Superior. 

The Daily Chronicle declares that the pre- 
mier’s assumption of the control of the war 
office is a plain intimation to all concerned 
that the government is determined that the 
civil power must prevail in the conflict with 
the military, and adds: In Mr. Asquith the 
imperial sovereignty of parliament and the 
outraged sanctity of civil freedom have the 
strongest champion available."’ 

The apprehension raised in the minds of 
the Unionist party at the way the Liberals 
and Laborites have seized on the election cry 
of “pariiament versus the army” is illus- 
trated by an editorial in the Times today 
warmly praising Mr. Asquith for having done 
the right thing in taking the war office. 

We welcome the prospect of bringing 
back these unhappy controversies from is- 
sues involved in the army to their proper 
sphere of politics,“ it says. The army has 
never sought entanglement in political wran- 
gies, and most devoutly desires to be left 
outside of them. 

“ Now that Mr. Asquith is, next to the king, 
at the head of the army administration, he 
owes a new and special duty to the army— 
namely: to shield it from wanton attempts of 
his own lieutenants and his allies in the 
Labor and Nationalist camps to raise a new 
electioneering cry of the army against the 
people.”

In the public interest I deeply deplore 
the decision of these gallant officers, and I 
cannot speak too warmly or gratefully. of 
the ability, loyalty, and devotion with which 
they have served the state and the army, and 
will, I hope, continue to serve.“ 

He then informed the house that Col. Seely 
had told him to his regret that he felt bound 
to take the same course and resign from the 
office of secretary of war. 

Mr. Asquith then sprang his sensation on 
the house, when he said: 

In the circumstances and after much con- 
sideration, I have felt it my duty to assume 
the office: of secretary of state for war, al- 
though I have taken the step only with the 
greatest reluctance in whet I believe to be 
a great public emergency.“ 

The premier announced he had obtained the 
full approval of the king. 


Denies Bargain with Officers. 

In a brief statement Col. Seely told the 
house there was no difference between him- 
self and his colleagues in the cabinet on any 
point of policy or principle. He said he had 


pressed his resignation because there ap- 


peared, although such was not his intention, 
to have been a bargain with the army officers 
regarding the service they should render to 
the crown. Neither had Sir John French 
nor Sir John Ewart the intention of making 
such a bargain. 

“The whole army system may have to be 
recast, Col. Seely remarked later.

C. Dougherty, ex-convict and former banker 
and ex-superintendent of the Peoria schools, 
was placed on trial today on a charge of 


lent use of a school teacher's name on school 
scrip issued by him in October, 1888. 

This instance is one of scores growing out 
of the alleged Half million dollar embes- 
zlement of Dougherty covering a period of 
nearly twenty years, discovery of which 
several years azo resulted in the closing of 
the Peoria National bank, and the disrup- 
tion of the school system, and later the 
conviction of Dougherty and his confinement 
in the state penitentiary at Joliet. 


Pardoned After Five Years. 

He served five years and was pardoned, but 
proceedings again to convict him were at 
once started and resulted after much legal 
skirmishing in the calling of his trial today. 

Eight jurors were selected for the trial 
today. It is expected that the four other 
jurors will be picked tomorrow. 

Dougherty waa in court with his counsel 
amd appeared confident he would prove his 
innocence of the charge against him. 


Over 100 Counts in Indictment. 

There is over a hundred counts in the in- 
dictment on which he is being tried, and 
the state believes it can prove one or more of 
them.

“ To ascertain what percentage of children 
were in the Juvenile court as a direct result 
of divorce proceedings, twenty cases were 
selected at random, said Judge Petit. 


Where We Are Drifting. 
“The last school census shows Chicago 
has 620,233 children undef 14 years, and 
309,971 under 6 years of age. A comparison 
with the numbers brought into court shows 
the seriousness of the divorce situation and 
where we are drifting. 
“No divorcee should be granted to any 
person who has a minor child until that child 
shall have arrived at hie majority or been 
provided for to the satisfaction of the chan- 
cellor before whom the case is pending. 
There should be no specific grounds for 
divorce, but each case should stand on its 
own merits. The court of equity should have 
but one purpose—that of determining what 
is best for the interest of society in each 
case. 
Copies of the report were given to Chief 
Justice Richard B. Burke of the Superior 
court and County Clerk Robert M. Sweitzer, 
who, with Judge Retit, have under consid- 
eration a plan to keep card indexes on all di- 
vorces and marriages.

Charles H. Mitchell repre- 
sented the election board. 

In order to get a final ruling on the ballot 
act an appeal probably will be taken to the 
Supreme court. This action, however, will 
not affect the status of the Apri! election. 
lawyers assert.

Observer's article which appeared in last 
Sunday’s Trrsune on the history of 
Hawaii contained much important informa- 
tion which has been known to considerably 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent of the 
people of the United States. 

Observer points out how Hawaii has been : 


a focus for conflicting forces in the Pacific 
for generatious. Spanish galleons on their 
voyages from Mexico to the Philippines in 
the fifteen hundreds knew the islands. 
Toward the end of the eighteenth century 
Capt. Vancouver of the British royal navy 
pronounced the archipelago a British pro- 
tectorate. 
In the 1830’s—and this point is one which 
most Americans don't know—the United 
States and France came nearly to war over 
French claims upon the islands. A vivid 
picture of the war excitement of those days 
is given in “Two Years Before the Mast,” 
when the ship on which Dana was sailing 
along the California coast expected from 
moment to moment to be attacked by a 
French man of wer. 
Then there was the revolution against 
Queen Liliuokalanj, with the aid of the 
American marines, under the administra- 
tion of President Harrison. But shortly 
afterwards President Cleveland made one 
of the undoubted mistakes of his adminis- 
tration when. he sent Commissioner Blount 
to the islands to haul down the American 
flag. 
In 1897 a new treaty, to provide for the 
annexation of Hawaii to the United States, 
was signed. Against this treaty,” says 
Observer, “the Japanese government 
promptly protested, on the grounds, first, 
that the good understanding of the Pacific 
powers necessitated the independence of 
Hawaii; second, that the rights of the Jap- 
anese in Hawaii would be endangered, and, 
third, that it would mean the postponement 
of the settlement of the Japanese claims 
against Hawaii.” 
1897 was three years before the Japanese 
had distinguished themselves as a military 
power in the Boxer expedition and seven 
years before their sensational victory in the 
wer with Russia, 
If Hawaii were free now and the United 
States tried to annex it, Japan would prob- 
ably go to war with us before consenting. 
There is a lesson from this. Hawaii must 
be made impregnable.

Where the pain was limited to the pit 
of the stomach—above the navel and near 
the middle line—in a study of 2,500 cases he 
found the pain due to chronic congestion of 
the stomach from heart or liver disease in 


347; gallstones, 329; hyperacidity, 326; can- 
eer of the stomach, 133; pericarditis, 88; 
neuralgia of the stomach, 72. He had no 
figures on constipation, diarrhœa, and acute 
indigestion. 

Of pain above the navel on the right aide, 
there were 781 studies of which gallstones 
and infection of the gall bladder furnished 
648; appendicitis, 70; cancer of the liver, 
25; kidney stone, 25. 

Just below the ribs on the left side was 
not a frequent location of pain.

In 1,747 cases where there was pain in 
the right side of the abdomen low down, ap- 
pendicitis was the cause in 1,169. Next in 
frequency was pus tubes, 429; then came 
painful menstruation, 81; cases of worry 
for fear of appendicitis, 17. Ifa man gets 
a pain in this region, it is mathematically 
certain to be appendicitis. With a woman 
the chance that it is due to appendicitis is 
at least one out of two. 

So far as pain on the left side in the 
corresponding location is concerned, Cabot 
found it almost exclusively a complaint of 
women. In 420 cases he found cancers of 
the bowels, 2; kidmey stones, 4. The re- 
mainder were pus tubes, 340; extra-uterine 
pregnancy, 29; painful menstruation, 24; 
ovarian cyst, 21.

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LAT MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


IR RENNELL RODD, now British 
ambassador at Rome, always has been 
regarded as destined to wind up his 
career as representative of the British 
empire at Berlin, owing to his former 

particularly intimate relations with the im- 

perial family. 

It may be e that it was to him 
that Empress Frederick and her son, the 
kaiser, confided the extremely delicate task 
of writing a monograph of the monarch who 
lives in German history under the name of 
Unser Fritz. He produced the most charm- 
ing and altogether sympathetic portrait of 
that unhappy sovereign that has ever ap- 
peared. It was printed in several languages, 
the proceeds being devoted to charities desig- 
nated by the imperial widow. 

—~o 

However, something has occurred of late 
to render it practically impossible that he 
should ever fill the position of British am- 
bassador at Berlin. 

The other day, during the course of the 
discussion in the chamber of deputies at 
Rome on the subject of the expenses in- 
curred by the Italian government in connec- 
tion with the conquest of Tripoli, the story 
which I have already mentioned on several 
occasions as a rumor in these letters was 
confirmed, to the effect that, if the Italian 
government had suddenly determined upon a 
hasty invasion of Tripoli, for which it had 
made no preparations whatsoever, it was 
because it had received official but confiden- 
tial information from Sir Rennell Rodd, the 
British ambassador, that Germany had con- 
cluded a secret arrangement with the sub- 
lime porte for the acquisition of the impor- 

ant Tripolitan harbor of Tabruk. 

Indeed, Germany was actually preparing 
an expedition to take possession of Tabruk 
with the ohject of the economic and political 
penetration of the hinterland, that is to say. 
of Libya. 

The foreign minister, the Marquis of Gan 
Giuliano, and Prime Minister Giolitti were so 
much stirred up by this confidential com- 
munication on the part of Sir Rennell Rodd 
that they insisted ‘on his going with them 
from Rome to the Piedmontese palace of 
Rasconigi, in the northern part of the king- 
dom to lay the matter before the king. 

It was at the conference which took place 
with the sovereign that the immediate in- 
vasion by Italy of Tripoli, which gave such 
deep offense to Germany, was determined 


upon.

Although Italy belongs nominally to the 
triple alliance, its relations with Fugland 
always have been so intimate and friendly 
that Great Britain preferred to have it in 
Tripoli rather than Germany. 

The power in possession of Tripoli is in 
a position seriously to menace England's line 
of communication with its huge Indian and 
Australian dependencies. That is why Sir 
Rennell Rodd practically originated the 
Italian seizure of Tripoli—namely: to prevent 
its occupation by Germany. 

All this was laid bare the other day in the

ir Rennell Rodd spent some months on 
s side of the Atlantic in 1908, being enter- 


‘tained by former Postmaster General and 


Secretary of the Navy Meyerand Mrs. Meyer 
among others. 

He is well known in the new world as the 
author of at least half a dozen volumes of 
verse, of a monograph on Sir Walter Raleigh, 
and of a remarkable work on the princes of 
Achaia, the material of which he gathered 
while attached to the legation at Athens. 

The princes of Achaia were those Norman, 
Provencal, and English knights and nobles 
taking part in the various crusades, who 
settled down in Greece, especially Morea, 
Epirus, and Albania, instead of returning 
home, building stately castles, according to 
the fashion then prevailing in the west of 
Europe, and thus transplanting to the east 
the existence of the feudal barons of the 
occident. 


— 

For two centuries they flourished and 
played an active role in the affairs of that 
corner of the world, influencing local art and 
literature, but eventually most of them died 
out. 

A few of their descendants are still to be 
found in northern Greece and especially in 
Albania, among the number being the pres- 
ent Albanian generalissimo, Easad Pasha. 

Many picturesque ruins of their castles and 
str ngholds, however, remain. But even the 
existence of their former owners had been 
forgotten, alike by the people of the country, 
by students, and by novelists, until Sir Ren- 
nell Rodd took the trouble to peer into this 
so long forgotten aftermath of the crusades 
and to bring to light one of the most fasci- 
nating romances of history. 

The book betrays an immense amount of 
research, as well as skill in choosing from 
the immense amount of material at his dis- 
posal in what may be described as an alto- 
gether virgin field.

As a citizen agency whose special busi- 
ness it is to examine the expenditures of the

In April, 1913, the voters of Chitago ap- 
proved bond issue of $2,880,000 for general 
corpora.e purposes. The reason given for 
asking the voters to approve these bonds 
last April was that it was feared that a de- 
cision of the Supreme court of Illinois as to 
the Juul (tax) law had so seriously depleted 
the city’s revenues that it would not have 
sufficient working capital. The city authori- 
ties were doubtless justified in making such 
provision against what then seemed a real 
danger. 

However, at the close of the last fiscal 
year (Dec. 81, 1013) only $606,000 of these 
bonds had, in fact, deen issued. All danger 
from the Juul law decision had then passed 
and the financial affairs of the city were in 
a normally healthy condition. 

At the beginning of the present fiscal year 
therefore, the city had available the unissued 
balance of these bonds, amounting to 2. 184. 
000. It had also in cash and unanticipated 
taxes of 1913 to be colhected in 1914, a surplus 
of $2,588,426 in excess of all of its current 
liabilities. 

oe 
Emergency Is Now Past. 

The emergency which threatened at the 
time these bonds were asked for in 1913 made 
it necessary that they should be approved by 
the voters for general “corporate purposes. 
They may now therefore be sold at any time 
and their proceeds be used for current munici- 
pal expenses if the city authorities yield to 
the very natural pressure which such a pos- 
sibility creates. 

Now that the threatened emergency has 


to wasteful expenditure. This is aptly illus- 
trated by the fact that the city council has 
appropriated for the current year the gross 
aum of $29,333,717 from the corporate fund, 
while the controller estimates the total rev- 
enues for that fund (including the surplus of 
426 and the proceeds of the $2,184,000 
neold bonds) at $25,502,636. Theseappropri- 
ations for 1914 exceed the estimated income 
of the city for the current year by $5,600,943.

Approves Plans for Illinois Building. 

John C. Eastman, chairman of the committee 
on publicity and promotion of the Illinois com- 
mission on the Panama-Pacific International 
exposition, issued the following statement yes- 
terday: The state art commission yesterday, 
at a special meeting in the office of State 
Architect James B. Dibelka, approved the 
plans for the Illinois state building at the 
Panama-Pacific exposition at San Francisco 
next year. N 

The plans, which were drawn by Mr. Dibelka, 
provide for a building to be three stories high. 
It will be 96 feet deep and have a frontage 
of about 136 feet. The cost is estimated by 
Mr. Dibelka to be in the neighborhood of 
$90,000. about $10,000 less than it was expected 
to cost. 

The front will be of stucco, and the his- 
torical and ornamental features, which have 
not yet been chosen, will represent Illinois’ 
past history and be prophetic of the future. 

The building will contain about twenty-five 
rooms, including offices for the Illinois com- 
missioners to the exposition and four suites 


of two rooms cach, with bedroom and bath, for 
the use of the commissioners. 

There also will be a dance and ball room, 
a room for organ and piano recitals, several 
exhibit rooms, and one large room for moving 
pictures, 

While plans for entertainment and amuse- 
ment of those who visit the building have not 
yet been formulated, the commissioners thus 
far have decided upOn a series of moving pic- 
ture exhibitions, which will be given every 
day during the exposition, save on Sundays. 

These exhibitions will include pictures and 
slides showing Illinois’ exhibits, and include 
all important resources and industries. 

Comic pictures and pictures showing the 
historic events in the life of the state and 
the faces of its great sons also will be shown 
in the movies.“

EXPERTS TRY TO WEIGH MOON. 


University of Chicago Scientists Begin 
Experiments Toward Measuring 


Effect on Ocean Tides. 


University of Chicago scientists are con- 
ducting experiments for the measurement 
amd weighing of the moon. Following out 
the line of experiments conducted by Prof.

The claim is that jt did not 
come from sales in the women’s building, 
but was a direct gift to the board of lady 
managers from the directors of the world’s 
Columbian exposition.

“Some time before the opening ot the 
world’s fair a plan was formed of 
fund for philanthropic perposes by. 
certain souvenir articles in the 
building and in the children’s 
learning of our intention to do this, and 
at my request, the ways and means com- 
mittee recommended and the board ‘of di- 
rectors voted that these sales should be 
exempt from the 40 per cent commission 
collected from the exposition concession- 
aires. We were grateful to the directors 
for this privilege which they granted to us. 
(The last sentence Mra Palmer did not 
read.) 


Total Profits $36, 000. 


Mrs. William Parlin, ag secretary of the 
board, and I, as its presigent, acted as a 
committee to take charge and conduct these 
sales. Sales women were employed and space 
allotted for their use and the receipts were 
deposited iz. bank by ua day by day. The 
total profits from these sales amounted at 
the eng of the exposition to epproximately 
$36,000. 

* During the exposition „ plan was pro- 
posed of creating on the lake front a 
permanent memorial of the world’s fair,.this 
memorial to take the form of a group of 
permanent buildings to consist of the Art 
tustitute, the Field Columbian museum, and 
such other buildings as might be determined 


upon; all of these were to surround a court 


of honor or peristyle, in general effect to 
recall the court of honor at the exposition. 


Tells of Husband’s Offer. 


“It wpe the desire of the board of lady 
managefs in general and of the committes 
which had this fund in charge that our fund 
should be used in connection with this proj- 
ect to erect a building to house some useful 
philanthropic work which should be a me- 
miorial to the work of the board of lady man- 
agers. 


Knowing that the fund of $36,000 which 
we had was entirely insufficient for this 
purpose my late husband offered on the day 
before the close af the world's fair to add 
the sum of $200,000 to this provided 
a site for the ding could be obtained 
free of cost on the lake front between Ran- 
dolph street and Park row. As the plan 
could not be ed out at the moment he 
inserted a clause thie same effect in his 
will. 

“In the meantime some oppogition had de- 
veloped to the eregtion of buildings on the 
lake front. This led to tigation which was 
not finally settled until 1911, when the final 
decision in the lake front cases was handed 
down by the Supreme court. During the 
progress of these suits the committee in 
charge of our fund ene it best to hold 
and invest it in the hope of securing this 
additional $200,000, ‘final detision of the 
court deprived us of b our wey and build- 
ing.”

Palmer, it seems to me that from Mr. Hig- 
inbothain’s éwn statement he has some funds 
that belong to the board of lady managers. 

“There were other concessionaires in the 
woman's building. They sold photographs 
and occupied a large amount of room. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Higinbotham we should have 
part of their profits. 

Mr. Butler, who was a member of the com- 
mittee, ventured to demur. 

We gave the board of lady managers spe- 
cific privileges, he said ‘If they do lay 
claim o any other fund I think it is safe to 
say that the women won't get any of it.“ 

Every one laughed. 

“There is one thing, however,” said Mrs. 
Palmer. The agitation has sold the Isa- 
bella voin. I also want to say more about 
why the use of the fund was delayed We 
had only 637,000, and it seemed so unwise to 
give up the opportunity of the building and 
the site along with the $200,000. 

It has been suggested,“ she continued,

Only Body to Have Surplus. 

The members of the world’s fair commis- 
mom were very great friends of the board of 
lady managers, Mrs. Palmer replied. “ They 
made us a larger appropriation in proportion 
than the men. When the fair was over we 
were the only body that had a surplus; $2,000 
of our fund was turned over to the general 
fund. 

„ don't think we need hesitate to use the 
money, though Mr. Higinbotham has been 
talking about bringing suit to compel the 
erection of a woman's building on the lake 
front. If you ask my opinion about it, I don't 
think he will bring suit.“ 

Then Mre. Bass, Mrs. Henrotin, and Mrs. 
Conger offered a number of suggestions con- 
cerning the use of the fund. 

“We hope we may have a few more days’ 
time, Mrs. Bass said. ‘‘ Every mail since 
Thureday has brought suggestions. Every 
established charity wants the $100,000. 

“We don't want any part of it put into 
amything which eventually will come under 
governmental! control. ‘ 

„I have always been interested in lodging 
houses for girls, like the municipal lodging 
houses for men. The city has some such 
plan under consideration.

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SUFFRAGE GROUP. 
MAY BE DIVIDED 


Southern Delegates to Missis- 
sippi Valley Conference Fa- 
vor Separate Body. 


EXPLAIN PECULIAR NEED. 


Des Moines, Ia., Match 30.—[Special.}— 
The most important development tu the ges- 
sions of the Mississippi Valley Suffrage as 
sociation’s conference here today wae the 
possibility that the southern members may 
leave the association and form an essocia- 
tion of their own. 

Delegates from the south said there are 
peculiar conditions affecting the effort for 
suffrage in the southern states that make it 
advisable for them to have their own or- 
ganization. The states which may form 
this organization are Texas, Alabama, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and Tennessee. Lit- 
tle opposition to the proposed change le ex- 
pected. 


Fight Over Suffrage Amendments? 

The possibility of a controversy tomorrow 
over the Shafroth and Bristow suffrage 
amendments now pending before congress 
developed tonight when it became known 
that a conference of suffragists opposed to 
the Shafroth amendment had been held. As 
a result the following telegram addressed 
to the official board of the National Amer- 
ican Woman Suffrage association was made 
public: 

Many members of the Mississippi con- 
ference feel that the Shafroth resolution to 
amend the constitution should be left in 
committee until after the next convention. 
Were this done it would avoid a chance for 
confusion which might come were two 
suffrage resolutions simultaneously before 
the country, and would give time for mature 
consideration of a measure which many of 
us do not understand and which we want 
to act upon with deliberation.”’ 

The signers then asked the official board 
to instruct ita congressional committee not 
to push the Shafroth resolution, nor to ask 
its report from the senate committee. 


Delegates Diseuss Campaign Methods. 

The discussion in the conference today 
was devoted to “methods” and was at- 
tended by several hundred women. Every 
phase of suffrage work was taken up. The 
leaders in the movement in the various Miss- 
issipp! valley states outlined plans they had 
found most practicable. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch of Chi- 
cago spoke on “ Victories Since the Last 
Conference, and told the suffragists of the 
successful outcome of the campaign waged 
by Illinois women and of the progress made 
in other states.

Gomez Palacio Federals Routed 


Rebels Time and Again: Failed 
fo Make It Complete. 


DESCRIBED BY EYEWITHESSES 


Son of Huerta Reported Dead; As- 


serted His Chief Went Crazy 
During Battle. 


FIGHTING AT TORREON CONTINUES 


El Paso, Tex., March 50-4 tale of rebel 
reverses and rebel luck was brought here 


tonight from the front by John Reed, 4 


newspaper correspondent, and Robert Dor- 
man, a photographer. 

Their stories are the first unbiased ac- 
counts of eye witnesses since the attack on 
Gomes Palacio, Lerdo, and Torreon began. 
They left the front on Saturday morning, at 
which time they estimated that the rebel long 
was 2,000 in killed and wounded. 

Dorman asserted that Col. Victor Huerta, 
son of President Huerta, was among the 
Federal dead. 

“ We were whipped twice at Gomes Pala- 
clo,” Dorman related, “but the Federals 
didn’t have the good sense to follow up their 
advantage, and Villa returned to the attack 
after reorganizing, and ultimately occupied 
the city. We were whipped right there, but 
Velasco, the Federal commander, didn't 
know it. 


Say Velasco Went Insane. 

Federal prisoners, whom we captured, 
said that Velasco later went insane in the 
trenches. He is @ cripple of previous revo- 
lutions and has a bad arm and a bad les 
The prisoners told us he went mad after the 
Gomez Palacio attack and went raging up 
and down the lines cursing and issuing the 
most absurd orders. Ultimately his own 
officers put him under restraint. 

Our attack on Gomes Palacio was cen 
tered on the hill known as Cero de la Pilar. 
Tt ts precipitious and we made seven assaults 
before taking it. The result of each six as- 
saults, which were unéuccessful, could be 
discerned after the battle by the rings of 
dead rebels. Their bodies distinctly marked 
the line where they were repulsed. 

“The home made shrapnel of the rebels 
had much to-do with the.early repulses at 
Gomes Palacio. Only about one in thirty 
exploded. 


Villa Joins in Assaults. 

“Gen. Villa u a fighting man. He was 
everywhere, and hig greatest delight was to 
join the assaults om foot and throw hand 
grenades himeeif. 

“ Ultimately he will take Torreon. When 
we left Saturday morning the fight for the 
possession of Torreon was in progress. 

It was slow, stubborn work, as the rebels 
had to fight from house to house, the enemy 
retreating from position to position through 
holes knocked through the mud houses which 
are built one against another.“ 

Reed and Dorman, like other correspon- 
dents and photographers, were not only for- 
hidden to send out news after the attack on 
Torreon began, but they themselves were 
forbidden to leave. 

Reed says they bribed a section hand te 
allow them to use a gasoline propelled rail 
vehicle, which carried them to Be lie. 
There they caught a hospital train which 
earried them to Chihuahua. 

All along the line they were stopped and 
questioned, but they still had their safe con- 
duct passes from Villa and managed te get 
through, as the verbal order against their 
departure had not been properly promul- 
gated. In Juarez they Were stopped twice, 
but their passes carried them through. 


Slept While Wounded Groaned, 

„ We slept—actually sept—on the roof of 
the caboose to Chihuahua, Deed said. “ It 
is true the sleep was mruch broken, but stil) 
we slept. In our waking moments we could 
hear the moans and cries of the wounded, 
especially when the train stopped and it was 
all still otherwise in the desert. As the 
wounded died they were simply he ved out 
of the cars by the side of the tracks. We 
didn’t stop to bury them 

Deed and Dorman agreed that the supe- 
riority of the Federals’ artillery should have 
given them permanent victory but for Velas- 
co‘s failure to follow up his advantage. 


Rapid Fire Guns Effective. 

The rapid fire guns, accurately trained on 
obstacles put in the way of the rebel advance, 
did the most damage, they said. The rebels 
simply fell in windrows befire the barbed 
wite entanglements. Bach time, however, 
Villa wae able to retreat without pursuit and 
re-Corm hie men. Their valor was unaffected 
by their repulses or by thirst and hunger. 

All of the correspondents were made sick 
by drinking contaminated water from the 
irrigation ditches, apd John W. Roberta, cor- 
respondent of an El Paso paper, was confined 
to the hospital at the time Reed and Dorman 
departed.
